DUE T0 DIPLOMACY. 


How the ‘Cretan War Cloud 
Was Dispelled. 


The Russian Ruler Timid About Visit- 
ing Berlin. 


Spain to Be Taken Under the Wing of 
Triple Alliance, 


Minister Egan Makes a Pretty Little 
Speech to the President of 
_Chill—Other News from 

Over the Water. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
. Berury, Aug. 10.—[Copyright, 1889, by 
the New York Associated Press.) Among 
the first fortunate fruits of England’s at- 
tachment to the triple alliance are a cessa- 
tion of Servo-Bulgarian war preparations 
and a simultaneous suspension of the Cre- 
tan rising. ‘Che swiftness of the combined 
diplomatic action of England, Germany, 
Austria and Italy upon the Cretan ques- 
tion as propounded by the Greek note to 
the powers, is a result of a previous under- 
Standing of the powers with Turkey on 
united action in the East. Tne Greek note, 
which threatened an intervention in Crete, 
a as it was by Russia, met with a 
ecisive response from the four powers 
within two da 8, 

A semi-official article in the Journat de 
St. Petersburg admits that the promptitude 
of the decision of the powers has prevented 
the movement from assuming proportions 
which would menace the peace of Europe, 

CULTIVATING SPAIN’S FRIENDSHIP. 

These diplomatic successes inspire the 
Foreign Office here with brighter hopes of 
drawing Spain into the league. The 
italian Government, having better relations 
with the Spanish Government than has 
Germany, has been intrusted with the car- 
rying on of negotiations at Madrid, and 
sends Sig, Cialdini as a special envoy. 
If Sig. Cialdini succeeds in perfecting an 
arrangement similar to that with England 
Prince Bismarck will have so fringed 
France with a circle of powers hostile toa 
war of revenue as to guarantee permanent 
peace and probable reduction in arma- 
ments, 

THE THREE EMPERORS. 

Emperor William and Prince Henry ar- 
rived at Wilhemshaven this afternoon, and 
immediately proceeded hy special train to 
Berlin. Emperor Francis Joseph's arrival 
is timed for Monday at4p.m. The cere- 
monial of his reception will be similar to 
that of King Humbert, although he has 
asked, on account of his recent affliction, 
for a very quiet welcome, Popular curiosity 
is not excited over the visit, public interest 
being centered in the Czar’s coming, which 
is now fixed for the 26th inst. It is doubt 
ful if the Czar will enter Berlin, although 
he will stay fourdays in P m. His 
morbid dread of facing crowds may prevent 
a visit to the capital.

BERING SEA. 


Uncle Sam’s Claims to Its 
Waters Defended. 


Congressman Felton’s Views on the 
Vexed Question. 


The Government’s Present Position 
Not a New One. | 


Authorities at Victoria Rejoicing In 
the Belief That the Mother Coun- 
try Will Now Champlon 

Their Cause. 


By Telegraph to the Times. 
San Francisco, Aug. 10.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.{ Inthe Argonaut today ap- 
pears an articlé by Congressman Charles 
N. Felton, treating at considerable length 
the question of the right and title of the 
United States in Bering Sea. Felton wasa 
member of the Conference Committee of 
the Senate and House in the last Congress, 
which passed the bill amendatory of the 
laws regulating the fur seal fisheries in Ber- 
ing Sea. ; 
The writer first cites the well-known facts 
on which Russia’s title to Bering Sea was 
based, and gives a history of Russia’s con- 
trol of Alaska and Bering Sea to the day of 
the cession of the same to the United States. 
In 1868 Russia ceded to the United States 
all that part of Bering Sea east of a given 
jine, running nearly northeast and south- 
west through this sea, and at the same time 
retained title and control over that part of 
Bering Sea lying west of said line, 
The writer then says: “It is a matter of 
history that Russia, from her discovery of 
Bering Sea down to the cession to the 
United States, has controlled the naviga- 
tion of its waters and the taking of its 
marine life. To this end her navy has 
patrolled it, and in pursuance of her laws 
has taken, confiscated and burned maraud- 
ing vessels. She has since pursued, and is 
now pursuing, the same policy on her part 
ot Bering Sea.”’ 

Referring to the fact that the United 
States and Great Britain entered protests 
with Russia against a certain manifesto 
issued by that Government in 1821, claiming 
certain rights over the North Pacific waters, 
Mr. Felton shows that these protests evi- 
dently had reference to waters south of 
Bering Sea. He then adds: “In all 
tests, correspondence, . negotiations and 
treaties there is noallusion to Bering Sea, 
the Aleutian Islands, or to any region of 
country or sea within 1000 miles of its east- 
ern border. Hence the sovereignty as- 
serted and maintained by Russia over that 
sea, from its discovery to its cession to the 
United States, a period of over 140 years,

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THE GARRETT CASE. 
RACKET BETWEEN COUNSEL 
PROSECUTION. 


Mr. Payton is Finally Recognized 
_ and Allowed to Put Questions 
_ Through the Deputy District At- 
torney—Revolting Developments 

in the Girl’s Testimony. 


It becomes necessary sometimes in 
the interest of justice to intrude very 
disagreeable things before the public, 
and there has never been a case in Los 
Angeles where it is as necessary as in 
the Garrett case. It is mainly through 
the complete publications of Tur 
TimgEs in the case, on both sides, no 
matter how disagreeable, that the sift- 
ing of this horrible case to the bottom 
has been rendered possible, and a 
probability has arisen that the truth 
will be known. The evidence is ac- 
cumulating that Maila Garrett-Edge- 
comb, during a good part of the 18 
years of her existence, has been living 
such a life of horror and shame, forced 
to it by her father, that humanity cries 
out that her case should be thoroughly 
investigated. 

The first steps in the preliminary ex- 
amination of Capt. Garrett, on the 
charge of incest, took place yesterday 
in Justice Lockwood’s court. The 
scenes in the courtroom during ‘the 
day were novel and remarkable. en 
the court convened at 10 o’clock, S. M. 
Payton appeared with his client, the 
prosecuting witness, Maila Edgecomb. 
Capt. Garrett, the defendant, in a 
long, black coat that gave him a cler- 
ical appearance, was present with his 
counsel, W. T. Williams. Assistant 
District Attorney McComas sat by 
himself, aud seemed to be loaded for 
bear. The courtroom lobby was liter- 
ally packed with spectators. 

Mr. McComas addressed the Court in 
hisslow and dry way upon the disputed 
subject of aliowing Mr. Payton to as- 
sist in the prosecution of the case. He. 
said that he still objected to his ap- 
pearing in the case, and declined to 
recognize him as having anything to do 
with the prosecution. Asa reason for 
this action, he stated that Mr. Payton 
represented the defendant whom Mr. 


_ Garrett has heretofore been prosecut- 


ing. That is to say, Capt. Garrett 
practically set on foot the charges 
against James Edgecomb, who is now 
the husband of the daughter who has 
brought the charges against Capt. Gar- 
rett. Mr. Payton is special counsel for 
Edgecomb in those other charges, and 
his interests are practically Edge- 


comb’s. 


Mr. Payton: I am here for this girl. 
_ Mr. McComas: You-are ostensibly, 
but in reality for Edgecomb. I object 
to you for that reason. The District 
Attorney is responsible for prosecution, 
and he should be let alone; he should 
have the right to say whether or not he 
wishes special counsel. It is his duty 
to institute If any 

erson who has a grievance can 

ave a lawyer and make a complaint 
it would lead to a fine mess. This is 
an attempt to start a back fire to.re- 
lieve the pressure against Edgecomb 
on the charge of raping the little sister 
of the prosecuting witness, now his 
wife.

Mr. Payton then produced his cer- 
tificate to law from Kentucky 
and the Supreme Court of California, 
and claimed that he had aright to prose- 
cute in this case. He followed it up by 
contending that neither Mr. Kelly nor 
Mr. McComas can properly prosecute 


_ the case, as they have not investigated 


it, and know nothing about it. 

Mr. Williams interrupted Mr. Pay- 
ton, and said that he had been quietly 
listening to the argument, but it did 
not concern him, and he asked to be 
excused for a while. 

Mr. Payton: Your position’ is very 
enviable, Mr. Williams, being ably 
represented by the District Attorney. 
(Laughter, during which Mr. Williams 
sat down.] But I say, Mr. Kelly and 
Mr. McComas cannot properly prose- 
cute this case, because they have not 
heard the evidence, and are not quali- 
fied to prosecute, even if they were dis- 

sed to do so. The statement that 

his prosecution is to relieve Edgecomb 
is false, and Mr. Kelly knows it to be 
false. I went to him with as good a 
man as there is in Los Angeles, and 
showed him that Garrett had proposed 
to Edgecomb that he [Garrett] would 
take the little girl Ella, the natural 
witness against Edgecomb on the rape 


’ charge and go away with her, so that 


it would free him from the last charge 
against him. Edgecomb had only to 
accept this proposition and he would 
have been free. That settles the 
Edgecomb motive. This proposition 
was infamous.and Frank Kelly knew it. 
I told Kelly I was ‘atraid Garrett was 
preparing to g° away. I told him all 
these facts. did not try to deceive 
him, but told him of the foul crimes 
he has been committing all these 
ears. In the face of all this he re- 
used to issue a complaint, and for 
what reason I do not know. After- 
wards, fearing that he would getaway, 
I drew these complaints, which I had a 
right to do. A reasonable state of 
facts to justify them was shown to Mr. 
Kelly. Then he came charging into 
the court and let Garrett goon his own 
recognizance on two of the charges. 
Now he objects to me appearing. And 
Mr. McComas says he would not prose- 
cute a case where there are contradic- 
tory statements. Why, look at this

The Court finally obtained order and 
some slight prospect of getting at the 
examination was seen, when Mrs. 
Edgecomb whispered something to her 
counsel. 

Mr. Payton: This girl has said to me 
that she does not wish to go ahead 
ag this prosecution unless I continue 

it. 


The Court: The examination must 
proceed. Call your first witness, and 
clear the courtroom. 

This was done, and Mrs. Edgecomb 
was puton the stand. She was ex- 
amined by Mr. McComas, Mr. Payton 
sitting silently on the other side of the 
table. The testimony was as follows: 

Mrs. Maila Edgecomb: My name is 
Maila Edgecomb, and I live now at 
the Moro Castle on Main street. My 
name was Maila Garrett before I was 
married, July 22d. I am acquainted 
with the defendant. I have known 
him ever since I can remember. He 
is my father, I have lived in Los An- 
geles about two and a half years. Jan- 
uary 15th we were living yn goers and 
Mrs. Lloyd occupied part of the house. 
Up to the time of my marriage I had 
been away from my father two days 
between that and April. I lived with 
my father at 208 South 
Hill street. He had sexual intercourse 
with me during the month more than 
once. It was just the same as it had 
been all along; in January just like it 
had been before. I was living with 
my father. We did not occupy the 
same room. During the month of Jan- 
uary he came to my room, some- 
times in the afternoon, sometimes 
in the night and morning, Mrs. Lloyd 
occupied the other half of the house— 
three rooms. We had three rooms. I 
had a separate room. My sister Ella 
slept with me, with the exception of 
two or three times she slept with papa. 
She was with me when my father came 
once or twice; she was asleep. If m 
sister ever knew about it, she never 
said anything to meaboutit. Iam 
the child of the defendant. 

Mr. McComas here said that he was 
through with the witness, when Mr. 
Payton jumped up .and said that the 
examination justified the statements 
he had made. There was a mass of 
testimony which should be obtained 
from the witness. Mr. McComas said 
something tart, and the two attorneys 
became very much excited. 

The Court was finally obliged to fine 
them $10 each. He then asked Mr. 
Payton to suggest questions to Mr. 
McComas, and if the latter would not 
put them, the Court would. 

Mr. Payton: I am perfectly willing 
to do so, but Mr. McComas has never 
yet asked me. 


Mr. Comas gave an unwilling assent, 
and Mr. Payton drew his chair up to 
the District Attorney’s. After a con- 
sultation, questions were asked which 
resulted in the following testimony by 
the witness, who seemed to be stffer- 
ing under the ordeal: 

firs. Edgecomb: I lived in Decem- 
ber, 1888, on Hill street. I think we 
moved there in the last of October or 
first of December. We all lived there 
in that one side of the house. We had 
just moved to the house when an oc- 
currence of the kind took place. It 
has been ever since I was 12 years old, 
and I am 18 years old the 22d of this 
month.

CROP PROSPECTS. 


AN IMMENSE YIELD OF CORN 
ASSURED. 


The Outlook for Spring Wheat 
Less Promising—Partial Fail- 
ure of the,Crop in Da- 
kota—Rye and Oats. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] ‘The August crop report of 
the Department of Agriculture makes the 
condition of corn 94.8; spring wheat, 81.2; 
spring rye, 95.4; oats, 92.3; barley, 90.6; 
buckwheat, 95.2; potatoes, 94.3; hay, 94.5; 
tobiceo, 84.4. 
Corn has made an improvement during 
the past month of four and one-half points, 
and is now less than one point lower than 
at thesame time last year. The August 
return of condition has not stood more than 
one point higher during the past nine years, 
andthe present return has been equaled but 
three times during that period. The im- 
provement is quite generally distributed 
throughout the country, following 
favorable growing weather and _ sufii- 
cient rainfall. ln a few States, 
especially along the Atlantic Coast, the 
condition has been somewhat reduced from 
excessive rainfall and local! floods and over- 
flows, while in many other districts, where 
improvement is noted; similar causes have 
revented full cultivation, and have thus 
owered what otherwise might have been 
nearly a perfect condition. In Ohio, 
Michigan and Indiana the_ results 
of early unfavorable meteorological 
conditions are being overcome, and crop 
prospects are rapidly improvi The 
which in’ of the: west 
reatened the: crop has. been .broken by. 
rain, and present returns show high con 
tions in that section. The figures for’ the 
principal corn States are: Ohio In- 
diana 87, Illinois 9), lowa 100, Missouri 96, 
Kansas 102, Nebraska 101. Texas 99, Ten- 
nessee 96, Kentucky 97. ‘The general aver- 
age for the seven surplus. States in 95, 
— last month and 96 for August, 


Spring wheat has suffered a further falling 
off during the month,the decline amounting 
to nearly three points. Thecondition is now 
nearly three points higher than in 1887, and 
one above that of 1886. With these excep- 
tions it is the lowest since the very small 
crop of 1881. Minnesota records some im- 
provement since the last report, but in Da- 
kota there isa decline from the same cause 
noted last month. Dakota is now the largest 
spring wheat State, and the very low 
condition there reduces the general 
average. In the rest of the spring wheat 
districts the condition is generally good, 
perhaps above the average for recent years. 
The averages in the principal States are: 
Wisconsin 90, Iowa Nebraska 91, Da- 


the crop will be better than usual, espe- 
cially in the extreme Northwest. 

Rye and bariey each declined 1 per cent., 
the falling off being mainly in Nebraska 
and Dakota. 

The condition of oats, while two points 
lower than reported last month, is higher 
than in August of any year since 1885. In 
mapy sections the crop has suffered from 
heavy rains about harvest time, and the 
next report may show damage from this 
cause not yet appreciated. 

Potatoes have maintained their high con- 
dition of a month ago, and now stand one 
point higher than at this date last year. 

Tobacco has fallen materially on account 
of excessive rain.

A MYSTERY, 


What Became of Young George 
Difani of Murrietta? 

The people of the little town of 
Murrietta, in San Diego county, have 
for the past 10 days been greatly ex- 
ercised over the mysterious dis- 
appearance of a young man 
named George Difani, who lived 
with his family on a ranch 
about haif a mile from that place, and 
although the most rigid search has 
been made not asign of the missing 
man has been discovered. He has dis- 
appeared as completely from the land 
of the living as if theearth had opened 
and swallowed him up, leaving not a 
trace behind him. 

On Tuesday night a week ago the 
young man’s mother was taken seri- 
ously ill, and about: 11 o’clock it be- 
came necessary to send for a doctor. 
There was some conversation with 
George Difani and his brother as to 
which should go on the errand, each of 
them wishing to go, but it was speedily 
settled by George starting out. He 
proceeded at once to the residence of 
Dr. Lashley, who had been attendin 
Mrs. Difani, the house being situate 
in the town of Murrietta. “ 
The Doctor was found at home, and 
told young Difani that he would go 
with him in a few minutes, but that as 
his wife was attending some sort of a 


meeting at the town hall, he would ask |. 


him to after her and bring her home, 
and that on his return be ready to go 
with him. Difani said he would do 
so, and left the house. 7 

This was the last seen of him. Not 
10 minutes after his departure Mrs. 
Lashley returned alone, and in an- 
swer to the Doctor’s question as to 
where Difani was, said that she had 
not seen him. The Doctor was some- 
what surprised at this, but thinking 
that Difani, becoming uneasy about 
his mother, had concluded to return at 
once to his home, started out on his 
visit. Arriving at the  Difani 
house, he _ inquired if George 
had returned. e was told that he 
had not; that it was expected that he 
would come with him. Dr. Lashley 
then related what had taken place at 
his house, and while the young man’s 
conduct looked queer, it was not 
thought that anything serious had oc- 
curred, and after attending to the case, 
the physician returned home. 

All that night the family sat up, ex- 
pecting every minute that the young 
man would comc, but as the hours 
slipped away and he did not put in an 
appearance, the uneasiness increased 
AS soon’ was Tight: the 

rother started out, making inquiries 
of everyone he met, but no one had 
seen or heard of Difani since the day 


before. 


The news of the disappearance 
spread rapidly, and by night almost 
every one in the town was talking 
about it. Difani was known to be 
sober and reliable, and was very popu- 
lar among his associates. So 
far as known, he _ did not 
have an enemy in the world, nor 
was any incident on which even a con- 
jecture could be based to account for 
the disappearance. By nightfall on 
the second day the entire town was 
worked ‘up to the highest pitch of ex- 
citement. Search parties were made 
up, and for three’or four days every 
nook and corner and out-of-the-way 
the town and vicinity was ex- 
plored. 

Notices were published in the San 
Diego papers, and accounts of the af- 
fair were telegraphed to San Fran- 
cisco, but all to no effect. Not the 
slightest trace has been discovered, 
and the mystery surrounding the dis- 
appearance of George Difani is no 
nearer a solution, after ten days of the 
closest investigation, than it was at 
the beginning. 


A TiMEs reporter yesterday saw Ed- | 
ward Difani, a brother of the missing | 


man, who is employed as a clerk in the 
Star shoe store, on Spring street, in 
this city. The young man showed the 
effects of the severe mental 
strain to which he has _ been 
subjected, and almost broke down 
several times when telling the story. 
Mr. Difani said that he had almost 
given upall hope of ever seeing his 
brother again. He said that there was 
absolutely nothing that he knew of to 
account for his brotber’s disappear- 
ance unless it was that he 
had become suddenly insane from 
worrying over the illness of his mother, 
and had wandered off or made away 
with himself. He said that he would 
pay $250 reward for any information 
regarding his brother, either dead 
or alive, as the suspense was 
something terrible. Mr. Difani said 
that his brother was about 5 feet 6 
inches in height, with dark hair and 
eyes, and was aged about 22 years. He 
was dressed when last seen in a gray- 
mixed suit of Scotch cloth, had on a 
blue striped shirt, straw hat, and wore 
Congress gaiters. He had no vest. 
A POSSIBILITY. 

There is just the barest possibility 
that the following item published in 
THe Times of August 30th may throw 
some light on the mystery, -and it is 
published accordingly: 

Coroner Meredith yesterday morning 
went down to San Pedro to hold an inquest 
on the body of a man found floating in the 
harbor at that place. The body was discov- 
ered yesterday morning by a carpenter 
named * Peter Iverson, who lives on 
rattlesnake Island, who, when he came 
across to the wharf, saw the body 
floating under the end of one of the 
lighters. He pulled it ashore, and at once 
notified the Town Marshal, who sent for 
the Coroner. The body was that of a 
hout 30 years of age, 5 feet 
7 inches in height, and weighing 
about 150 pounds, with black ~ hair, 
black eyes and a fu!l set of teeth. It was 
dressed in two outside striped gingham 
shirts, two white cotton undershirts, no 
suspenders, two pairs of blue overalls, 
brogan shoes and white cotton 
There was nothing about 
the body by which its identity 
could be established. The physician who 
examined the body could find no marks of 
external violence, and gave it as his 
opinion that death had resulted from 
drowning, saying that the body had 
been in the water more than 
10 days. On this statement the jury re- 
turned a verdict of death from drowning, 


but whether accidental or not they had no 
means of determining.

FRANK LAUTERIO. 


ABSCONDING DEPUTY 
AUDITOR CAPTURED. 


He Has Been for Some Time in 
Hiding in Devil's Cafion, San 
Bernardino County—Lodged in 


Jail Last Night—An Air of Mys- 
tery. 


Frank Lauterio, the defaulting Dep- 
uty Auditor, whose sudden disappear- 
ance some weeks ago while out on bail 
caused such a sensation, returned to 
the city last night in charge of Sheriff 
Seymour of San Bernardino county 
and Deputy Smith of The Needles, he 
having been captured by Mr. Seymour’s 


po- | deputies in Devil Cafion, near San Ber- 


nardino, where he has been for some 
days past. 

The reporters heard of the capture 
immediately on the arrival of the train 
from a police officer who came down 
with the Sheriff and his prisoner, and 
about 11 o’clock went up to the jail, 
expecting to find Lauterio behind the 
bars. They were told that he was not 
there, and inquiry was then made for 
Jailer Darcy, when they were told that 
he was not in. The reporters then 
asked to be admitted to the jail, and 
proceeded to make themselves comfort- 
able while awaiting the arrival of the 
distinguished visitor. 

After more than half an hour’s ad- 
ditional delay, Lauterio, in charge of 
Sheriff Seymour and Deputy Smith, 
with Deputy Brady, put in 
an appearance. Deputy Brady 
caught sight of the reportersin the 
jail, when the middle door was closed, 
and the prisoner brought inside. There 
was another long*wait, when word was 
sent to Sheriff Seymour that an inter- 
view with him would be very accept- 
able. In answer to this, Mr. Seymour 
came in person accompanied by his 
deputy, and stated that, while he would 
like to oblige the reporters, and had no 
objection to telling all he knew, he had 
been requested by Capt. Thornton to

He stated that he had 
been informed that Aguirre had been 
sent for and would be in by 12 o’clock, 
and at that hour he would be happy to 
accommodate the press.

Messrs. Seymour 
and Smith finally got tired of waiting, 
and left the. jail in company with the 
reporters.

jail, and Messrs. Seymour and Smith 
had dropped out of sight for the time 
being. Lauterio was in the jail, but 
had not been booked, nor did any one 
seem to know anything about the busi-

He de- 
clined to give any account of where he 
had been since he left Los Angeles, only 
saying that he had been in the cafion 
in which he was captured for 
the past 13 days. It is known, how- 
ever, that he sent his baggage to En- 
senada, andit is said that it is still 
there. On the way down he asked 
Sheriff Seymour, as a favor, to allow 
him to see his wife before he was sent 
to jail, saying that he had given him 
but little trouble, and wanted to go to 
a hotel. This latter request was de- 
nied, but he was allowed to visit his 
wife, in charge of an officer, which 
accounts for the delay in reaching the 


ail. 

While Lauterio made no statement 
last night, it was learned, on good 
authority, that he would implicate, at 
least, three, and possibly five, promi- 
nent citizens in his defalcation, and it 
was stated that it would be one of the 
biggest sensations that ever occurred 
in the city. It was stated as a posi- 
tive fact that three men had been 
named, and that the Grand Jury 
would be called together at once to 
take such action as may be necessary. 


Just as Sheriff Sevmour finished his 


statement, Sheriff Aguirre and Capt. 
Thornton arrived, when the party ad- 
journed to the Sheriff’s office for fur- 
ther consultation.

AGAINST SCHOOL BONDS. 


Vigorous Protest of Prominent Citi- 
zens. 
The City Council and Board of Edu- 
cation have located the new High 
School building upon Castelar street, 
about 600 feet north of Sand street. 
This is a flagrant outrage upon a 
very large majority of the people of 
this city for the following reasons: 
First—The surroundings of this locality 
are bad. Children should not be educated 
in the midst of tombstones, and with a large 
cemetery immediately contronting them. 
second—For nearly one-half mile the 
children wiil be compelled to climb steep 
grades to réach the High School—a fact 
which will be especially destructive to the 
health of girls. ; 

Third—It is not upon any street-car lin 
nor is it near one. ineteen-twentieths o 
the children will be compelled to pay four 
fares each day to attend the High School— 
two going and two returning—and even 
then a toilsome walk up a steep grade for 
about 1000 feet still awaits them. 

Fourth—Boyle Heights, Kast Los An- 
geles and all the city south of First street 
are ignored by the location, because there 
are plenty of spots on the line of tne cable 
cars where the children can be landed for 
one fare immediately at the door of the 
building, with no steep grades to climb. 

Fifth—The eity is’ away from 
‘the location as proposed by the Council. It 
has long since left it, and the more time 
elapses the greater will be the outrage upon 
the apres. whose money will used 
to build this high school, and whose chil- 
dren are expected to patronize it. We 
therefore ask the people to vote down the 
school bonds, because this is the only way 
in which the people will ever get a high- 
school building to which they can afford to 
send their children,

THE OF AUGUST. 


A DAY MADE MEMORABLE BY 
IMPORTANT EVENTS. 


Thaddeus Stevens, a Marked Fig 
ure in American Politics—Lord 
Dalimeny—A Doctor’s Duel—Gen. 
Moreau and Napoleon’s Jeal- 
ousy of Him. | 


American politics present few more 
interesting figures than that of Thad- 
deus Stevens, the celebrated abolition- 
ist and Congressman, who was born in 
Vermont, April 4, 1793, and died in 
Washington, August 11, 1868. He 
graduated from Dartmouth College, 
was admitted to the bar, and after re- 
moving to Pennsylvania was, in 1833, 
elected to the Legislature of that 
State. Through his efforts the free 
school system was established in 
Pennsylvania, although the Legis- 
lature had previously been bitterly op- 
posed to it. He subsequently .repre- 
sented first asa Whig, and afterwards 
as a Republican, the Lancaster dis-+ 
trict in Congress, for nearly every term 
from 1848 to 1868. He was recognized 
as the most radical man in Congress, a 
leader of the House, and for several 
years was chairman of the Committee 
on Ways and Means. In conjuction 
with Senator John Sherman, he drew 
up the Reconstruction Act of 1867, and 
in his death the House of Representa- 
tives lost one of its most conspicuous 
members. 
LORD DALMENY. | 

On August 11, 1755, died Jonn,, Lord; 


of Rosebery, iu the 31st year of his age. 
Some years before his death Lord Dal- 
meny encountered in London a lady 
who made a deep impression on him, 
and whom he induced to marry him 
and accompany him on a tour of the 
continent. The union was not known 
to the friends of either party, but the 
couple lived in great harmony and 
happiness till the lady was overtaken 
by a mortal illness. When assured that 
she was dying she asked for pen and 
paper and wrote these words: ‘“‘I am 
the wife of the Rev. Mr. Gough, rector 
of Thorpe, in Essex; my maiden name 
was C. Cannon, and my last request is 
tobe buried at Thorpe.’”?

DOMESTIC TOPICS. 


The Little Hands and Little Heads 
That Ought to Be Made Useful 
—Mrs. J. Ellen Foster on the 
Aspect of Temperance. 


CHAUTAUQUA (N. Y.), Aug. 1.— 
[Special Correspondence of ‘THE 


TimEs.} I went this morning to hear 
Mrs. Emily Huntington Miller dis- 
course on “Home Education, Indus- 
trial and Financial.” Sheis a slight, 
delicate-looking little woman, dressed 
in deepest mourning, in memory of her 
late husband, and has just such a 
pleasing manner as all her charming 
poems and entertaining articles on 
home life and child life would lead 
one to imagine. The Hall of Philoso- 
phy was well filled with interested 
mothers and housewives, and Mrs. 
Miller said: “If father and mother 
rightly appreciate the importance of 
home industrial education, they will 
remember that the value of the child’s 
work is not at all to be considered. 
Many a mother excuses herself from 
giving her voung daughter a share in 
the work she herself does by saying 
she can doit herselfin half the time 
with less trouble, but this is not the 
question. 

‘Two things are to be gained in the 
industrial training of the children— 
that they themselves shall become 
skilled in necessary work, and that 
from babyhood they should understand 
that they are interested and responsi- 
ble partners in the family firm, and 
that it is their business to share its 
neeessary burdens. Children may be 
a care and responsibility for 
each other at a very tender age, and 
thus give immense relief to the bur- 
dened mother, and without loss of 
childish lightheartedness, grow into 
womanly thoughtfulness that is one of 
the best safeguards against selfishness. 
The children should have tools, boys 
and girls both. Shall I ever forget my 
early aspirations after a jack-knife or 
the makeshifts, with which I was 
forced to satisfy my ambition? Many 
a girl has a greater passion for saw 


and hammer than for dolls, and there |. 


is no reason why her taste should not 
be gratified, thatat least she may learn 
to drive a nail without danger to a 
whole neighborhood. Let the boys, if 
sible, have a room for a workshop, 
owever small, and invest for them in 
tools, that are the most satisfactory of 
toys.” 
Passing on to the topic of the finan- 
cial question in the home, Mrs. Miller 
continued: “The popular idea in re- 
d to woman’s business ability isa 
alse one. Woman’s financial inca- 
pasty and the disastrous balance of 
bookkeeping have been the refuge 
of witty editors and _hard-pushed 
Makers of. -since printing 
 ‘wasinvented, and no doubt ages 
fore. The average wife knows to a 
fraction what shillin 


do. It is assumed that to the husband 
belong the financial affairs of the 
‘household because he is the bread- 
winner, and in a sense this is true. 
But you cannot count in dollars and 
cents alone the results of labor; 
neither is it always true that an article 
is worth only what it will fetch in the 
market. The man’s outlay brings a 
cash return because bestowed indi- 
rectly, through a third party; the 
woman’s does not, because bestowed 
directly. in one case it is labor— 
money—comfort; in the other it is 
labor—comfort; ‘the same outlay and 
the same result without the middle 
term. At the very foundation of 
the home as an_ institution lies 
the idea ef partnership. The family 
life can:no more reach its ideal perfec- 
tion without the codperation of every 
member than the watch can serve the 
purpose of its manufacture with the 
lesser wheels running an independent 
course. The moral question in the 
home is how to keep out evil and bring 
in good; how totrain, and educate, and 
develop for this life and that which is 
to come. The sotial question is how 
to harmonize its duties to itself with 
its relations to the community and its 
responsibilities to others; and its finan- 
cial question is how to administer its 
income and regulate its outgo; that 
the greatest amount of comfort 
and the most solid and lasting ad- 
vantages may be secured to all its 
members.”’ _ 

In the afternoon Mrs. J. Ellen Foster 
of Iowa delivered an address, giving 
her views on temperence from a legal 
standpoint. She is a good speaker— 
is against high license and indorses 
local option in temperance work, argu- 
ing that it 1s better that Kansas should 
free herself from the curse, even 
though Missouri did prey upon her, it 
is better to have that one oasisin the 
United States. Evidently Mrs. Foster 
believes in accepting half aloaf rather 
than noneat all.

THE NEW CITY HALL 


A BUILDING THAT IS AN HONOR 
TO THE COMMONWEALTH. 


How It Is Constructed and What It 
Looks Like—Ample Quarters for 
Each Department of the City— 
Tile Floors, Marble Wainscot- 
ing and Carved Oak Woodwork. 


The accompanying cut represents 
the new City Hail, which is just now 
receiving the finishing touches, and 
which, when completed, will be one of 
the finest structures of the kind in the 
United States—in fact, it is doubtful 
if there is another city in the Union 
of the same population as Los Angeles 
which can show its equal. 

When the City Council determined 
on the construction of the new build- 
ing the lot on the east side of Fort 


street, about midway in the hlock be-| 


and pleasant at all hours of the day, 
but a large amount of storage room is 
secured. The basement is also ar- 
ranged for storage-rooms, with rooms 
for furnaces, boilers, etc., the plans 
permitting of either heating by steam 
or hot water, The outside ornamen- 
tation in te:ra cotta and carved stone 
is all from special designs, character- 
istic of the products of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

The main entrance to the building 
on Fort street is through an imposing 
stone loggia, with three arched doors, 
opening on a handsome vestibule, com- 
municating directly to the main stair- 
case hall, from which access is haa to 
all parts of the building by means of 
an elevator, running from the cellar to 
the attic, and grand staircase. The 
elevator, which is of the latest 
improved Otis patent, is just tothe 
right of the staircase, so that no 
time may be lost in looking for 
that useful institution. The Tax 
Collector and Treasurer are located on 
the $< toon side of the building, the 
Tax Collector in front and the Treas- 
urer immediately in the rear. The Tax 
Collector’s office is a handsome apart- 


ment, 36x28 feet, frouting on Fort 


of the south side of the building are 
the City Surveyor’s offices, consisting 
ot a private office 16x26 and a work- 
ing-room 26x42, well lighted from all 
sides, special attention having been 
paid to this very desirable feature. 
The north or tower side of the build- 
ing is occupied by the Mayor, with a 
private office in the tower, 18x18, 
opening on a stone balcony on Fort 
street, and a public reception or board- 
room, 26x18, connecting directly with 
the Council chamber by a lobby, along 
which are numerous and commo- 
dious committee and _toilet-rooms, 
etc. Back of the Mayor’s rooms 
is located the City Attorney, 
who is provided with a public office 16x 
26, and a private room 12x20. Adjoin- 
ing the City Attorney are the offices of 
the Superintendent of Streets, two 
rooms, one 18x26 and the other 14x26, 
back of which is tbe office of the Board 
of Health, 14x26. The toilet-rooms in 
the rear are the same as on the first 
floor, and all the oflices are also pro- 
vided with tile fireplaces and station- 
arv washstands.

ahd architects were invited to submit 
plans. Quite a number were received, 
some from other cities, and after care- 
ful deliberation the above handsome 
design by 8S. I. Haas of No. 14 North 
Spring street was agreed upon, and 
the preliminary work was commenced. 
Just 18 months ago the final contracts 
were awarded, and shortly after the 
actual work of construction was be- 
gun, which has been steadily pushed 
up tothe present time as rapidly as 
was consistent with thorough work- 
mansbip. 

The building as it stands completed 
will cost a trifle over $210,000. It has 
a frontage of 182 feet on Fort street, 
is 120 feet in depth. The princi- 
pal matérial used in the construction 
is red and brown pressed brick an 
terra cotta, with carved stone orna- 
mentation, the general effect produced 
being very rich and artistic. As will 
be seen by the plan, the gonere: style 
of the architecture is Romanesque 
which, by the way, is generally use 
for public buildings in the East, the 
Pittsburgh City Hall and Albany 
Courthouse, two of the finest buildings 
in the country, being striking exam- 
ples. ‘There is an absence of the ‘*bay- 
window’”’ effect, socommon in South- 


ern California architecture, which is: 


peculiarly pleasing, the only departure 
being a stone balcony opening from the 
Mayor’s office, from which the Chief 


Executive can address the peo- 
ple, review . processions, etc., 
should occasion require. The 


building comprises three full stories, 
with a basement and attic, and a tower 
18 feet square and 150 feet high at the 
northwesterncorner. The main build- 


cotta tile roof, a feature which has 
perhaps been more generally criticised 
than anything else, ffom the reason 
that it is a departure from the general 
rule, and its advantages were not prop- 
erly understood; but now that its ad- 
vantages are demonstrated, the wis- 
dom of the style of construction is ac- 
knowledged, for not only does the large 
air space, with the tile roofing, make 


the entire building delightfully cool 


ing is covered by a high peaked terra, 


street, and the Treasurer’s office in 
the rear is 22x16 feet, with large 
fire and burglar-proof vaults be- 
tween the two rooms.

The first story is 16 feet in the clear, 
and is finished throughout in massive 


q | oak of a plain but effective design, the 


main halls and corridors being paved 
and wainscoted with variegated 
Georgia marble. The railing around 
the staircase is in elaborate wrought 
iron work and carved oak, 
rich and beautiful effect. All of the 
principal offices on this floor have hand- 
some art-tile fireplaces, and are pro- 
vided with stationary washstands. 


The second story is 14 feet inthe 
clear, with the exception of the Coun- 
cil chamber, which is 32 feet, the gen- 
eral finishing of the halls and corridors 
being the same as that of the first 
floor. The Council chamber occupies 
the right-hand front corner, and isa 
fine hall, 36x40 feet, with a lobby 16x 
40 for the public, with seats on the 
first floor and in the galleries for spec- 
tators. The room is handsomely fres- 
coed, and is lighted by three large 
leaded stuined glass windows in front, 
representing the coat of arms of the 
State. These windows were made in 
New York from special designs, and 
are among the finest specimens of 
work of this class On the coast. The 
oak finishing of the chamber is all 
hand-carved, in antique effects, from 
original designs. Another striking 
feature of the chamber is a high art 
mantel on the south side of the room, 
which sets off the apartment to fine 


advantage. Back of the Council 
| chamber and occupying the remainder 


25x50, in book stacks, arranged with 
aisles between, 80 as to give access on 
all sides. There is a public lobby, 16x 
32, fitted up with writing-desks, seats, 
etc., opening from which is the ladies’ 
reading-room, 24x26, the gentlemen’s 
reading-room, 28x40, with a newspaper 
room in the rear, 28x24. Opening off 


the back room _is_ the _ private 
office of the Librarian, 16x16, 
leading from which in the 


tower 1s a room 18x18, for the use of 
the library directors and the page 
of reference books. On the south side 
of the building, in the rear, the Board 
of Education is provided with a large 
meeting room, 27x40, with two smaller 
rooms for the use of the clerk and 
Superintendent. The toilet rooms, 
etc., are duplicated on this floor 
same as the others. 

The attic is devoted to janitor’s 
apartments and for storage, from 
which entrance is had to the bell deck 
of the tower, where a fine view of the 
vag can be had. 

he building is designed on what is 
known as the slow burning construc- 
tion plan, which renders it practically 
fire-proof, all the woodwork being in- 
closed in hollow fire-proof tiling. 
Every detail has been carefully at- 
tended to, provision haying been made 
for lighting by electricity as well as 
gas, wires having been placed for 1000 
incandescent lights, which run along 
the poppe in the ceilings. 

The building is also newly furnished 
throughout in oak, the furniture hav- 
ing been made from special designs by 
Mr. Haas, suitable for each office, and, 
taken altogether, the structure is a 
credit to both the architect who de- 
signed it, the contractor who carried 
out his plans, and the citizens who 
pay for it.

Postmaster - General Wanamaker's 
Heroic Reduction of Telegraph 
Ratcs — Congressman McKinley

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—(Special Cor- 
respondence of Tur Times.] The order 
issued by Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker, fixing the rate which shall be 
charged by telegraph companies for 
transmitting Goverr ment messages at 
a figure which makes a heroic reduc- 
tion, is generally regarded as far from 
an ultimatum on that subject. A vex- 
ing question, which has comé up asa 
possible contingent before the contro- 
versy ends, is whether the company 
will have the legal right to refuse to 
send Government messages if their 
bills are not duly settled, the order 
of the Postmaster-General having laid 
up such bills until a rate of compensa- 
tion is determined upon. 

Department officials seem to be con- 
vinced that Mr. Wanamaker’s order 
fixing the rates for the companies to 
charge will have to be respected if it is 
enforced, though there isa great deal 
of doubt astoits being adhered to. 
They base this conclusion on the ex- 
perience of the department with rail- 
road companies which in times past 


| have objected to the rates establishec 


for carrying the mails, in every in- 
stance of this kind they having been 
obliged to accept the official ruling, 
however unjust they might regard the, 
action.

“There is astory going the rounds to 
the effect that “the Presidént has de- 
cided to call an extra session of Con- 
gress, and has sent for the candidates 
for Speaker, that he may make known 
his decision and consult with them, 
thus giving them all a fair show.” 

‘“That’s a good story.”’ The Ohio 
Congressman laughed heartily this 
time. I suppose I am the first 
man onthe ground, according to the 
same authority. Well, if there is any 
arrangemeut like that, I am _ very 
much afraid that Ihave been left out 
in the cold. I know absolutely nothing 
concerning the plans of the Adminis- 
tration in this respect.”’ 

The reported seizure of the British 
sealing vessel Black Biamond, by the 
revenue cutter Rush, has not caused 
the amount of excitement among the 
ofticials of the State, Navy and Treas- 
ury departments that such anincident 
might be expected to create. Beyond 
the brief dispatch of Tuesday 
from the commander the 
Rush, reporting the seizure of 
the Black Diamond. the Treasury 
Department has received nothing con- 
cerning the matter. Within the past 
few days half a dozen letters have been 
received from the commanders of the 
revenue vessels on the sealing grounds, 
but none of these give any information 
concerning the movements of sealers 
or the condition of matters about 


Bering Straits. Some of these letters 
were dated as late as July Ist. They 


relate to nothing but routine business 
matters. 

Acting Secretary Wharton said yes- 
terday that the State Department had 
received no definite information about 
the seizure. He thought that the 
British legation at Washington would 
lay the matter before the department 
in a month or so.

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LAND OF THE QUETSAL. 


A FEW OF THE ACUTE TOR- 
TURES OF GUATEMALA. 


Supplemented by the Most Vicious 
Politics—Fideclity to the Church 
Weakening—Trade Monopolized 
by Forcigners— On the Road 
Again. 


\NINTH LETTER.} 

LIVINGSTON (Guatemala), June 28, 
1889.—[Special Correspondence of THE 
Trmes.] Our stay in Guatemala City, 
embracing six days, afforded ample 
opportunity for a critical observation of 
the many curious and interesting fea- 
tures of this foremost metropolis of 
Central America, as well as the quaint 
admixture of people which constitute 
the Republic. 

Our first and most irrepressible ac- 
quaintance upon touching Guatemalan 
soil was nothing more nor less than the 
flea. He is known under a different 
name down here, but that hasn’t 
changed his nature nor lessened his 
propensities for making himself an 
almost unbearable nuisance. Riding 
or walking, asleep or awake, you are 
never free from his companion- 
ship. He is everywhere—in and 
out of the house, in the valley 


vile aguadiente. My first impulse was to 
turn back, but on second reflection I 
felt that he would forget his debauch 
after a walk of 20 or 30 miles. We 
pressed on, spurring the mules into a 
swift pace and keeping the mozo ina 
trot for a good distance. Before noon 
he gave out completely and caused us 
tostop ata miserable little hacienda 
until the next morning. Inthe mean- 
time the pack mule bad jumped the 
corral and invaded a field of fresh corn 
and we found her in the early morning 
writhing with the colic. Another had

At this first ranch I was introduced 
to a herd of genuine Central American 
swine. They are acurious and com- 
ical-looking animal, with a very elon- 
gated nose, bristling, coarse hair, long,

Business is largely monopolized by 
foreigners, though conducted upon a 
liberal basis of credits, as the natives, 
as arule, are faithful to their prom- 
ises to meet payments. The coffee 
planter is generally rich, and obtains 
without — all that he may re- 
quire. ut even the humblest uative 
is not without trust, and will strain 
every nerve to pay his debts. <A cus-! 


tended growth of hair at the end. 
Their general ‘“‘make-up’’ seems 
specially adapted to the climate and 


country. The long, snipe-like nose, 
which might easily drink out of a jug, 
is provided by nature for the deeper 
and more difficult rooting among vol- 
canic rocks. 
with its great bunch of terminal hair 
like that of the lion, is provided to fan 
away the pestiferous sand flies and 
sweat bees. which prevail here in vast 
numbers throughout the year, and 
which would otherwise render the lives 
of the poor brutes unendurable torture.

Our second day was uneventful, but. 


we traversed a very mountainous sec- 
tion, the road leading over many pre- 
cipitous passes and fording several 
streams swollen by recent floods. We 
spent the night at El Florida, which 
was picturesquel 
valley and shaded by a grove of giant 


located in a narrow 


ceibas. A. frightful rainstorm pre- 
vailed during the night, which beat 
through the grass roof of our posada and 
thoroughly drenched us and our bag- 
gage. Sleep was’ impossibre under 
such circumstances and. I was astir 


quite early. I observed a large wooden 


trough which had been placed under 
the eaves of the house and filled with 
rain water. I concluded to take a 
bath, and by the time I had finished 
the mules came up and helped them- 
selves out of the same water. as did 
also a couple of dogs. Finally a small 
child came and dabbled for some time 
in the same and stirred up the sedi- 
ment. with a stick. At last came the 
duena with her jarsof earthenware 
and filled them all outof the same 
water, which was to be used for 
making our coffee and general drink- 
ing purposes. It 1s. needless to say 
that I omitted coffee.at this place, but 
the incident not only displays the gen- 
eral filthy negligence in the villages, 
but the laziness, which prevented their 
going for good fresh water, to a stream 
only tifty yards away. At this place, 
I observed, for the first time, the sen- 
sonta (cien-sonta), or bird of a hundred 
songs. I had often heard his note, in 
the early morning, but had failed to 
see him until now. Itis really an al- 
most exact duplicate of our mocking 
bird in the States. In habits, shape, 
plumage and general appearance, it is 
very much like the great American 
songster, though the bill is larger and 
throat a little more full. The bird is 
rigidly protected by the natives. 

As we left this place we encountered 
numerous armadillos crossing our path, 
and later in the day observed a lot of 
vultures feasting upon adead ant bear. 
While passing one of the small vil- 
lages we observed several brawny nude 
urchins, formed in a wide circle, 
throwing stones at some object upon 
the ground. On drawing up to the 
place, the object of their fearless sport 
proyed to be a venomous tarantula, 
which they had surrounded and were 
putting to death. The spider would 
rear its great hairy form and attempt 
to jump, but being wounded was unable 
to’ make those astonishing leaps, 
characteristic of it, in pursuit of 
its prey or chasing anintruder. Their 
bite is deadly poison, and I shuddered 
atthe careless sport of these little 
Spanish boys. I had an unexpected

from a house with which he has 
had regular dealings. The trade 
of Guatemala is largely with Germany 
and England, mostly the latter—not 
more than 10 per cent., if that much, 
coming to the United States. One 
reason for this is the liberal system of 
credits extended by European whole- 
sale houses (not the factories), and 
their superior system of packing goods. 
One of the severest criticisms I heard 
ugainst American importers was their 
inferior methods of packing, which is 
a serious item to a far-away customer, 
especially when goods have to be car- 
ried long distances on muleback. 
Many of these impediments to Ameri- 
can importations may be cleared 
away by the October Congress at 
Washington. 

My stay in this delightful city had 
been such a relief from the arduous 
toil and privations suffered in other 
sections that it was with a feeling of 
regret I realized that the time for de- 
parture had arrived. I had been sur- 
rounded with convenience and com- 
fort, while before me was a journey of 
2) miles, to Lake Jzabel, through one 
of the roughest sections of Central 
America. The usual trouble about 

ack-mules and mozos was experienced, 

ut I finally got everything in readi- 
ness a8 I vainly imagined, under very 
favorable auspices, at an_ early 
hour in the morning. But no 
sooner had the outskirts of the city 
been reached than I realized that my 
mozo was fresh from a night of carou- 
_sal,and was already liberally filled with 


sters, who had disturbed a wasp nest 
near by. One of these maddened in- 
sects made a flank movement and gave 
mea sting on the neck. Fora few 
moments it produced the most excru- 
ciating pain I ever experienced. The 
agony might be better described, as 
one would feel to have a jagged wire 
drawn through a sensitive part and 
then raised to a white heat. Itisa 
little yellow articulate, about an inch 
long, with a sting pointed like a cam- 
bric needle. | The suffering it can in- 
flict with this weapon can only be com- 
pared to the scorpion and centipede. 
But one of the most curious observa- 
tions of this entire journey was our 
encounter with the sensitive plant or 
vine. The common botanical name of 
this plant is mimosa, being derived 
from a Greek word signifying buffoon, 
on account of the quaint, sporting mo- 
tion of the leaves to the touch of the 
hand. We had reached the Montagua 
River and a recent overflow of the 
stream had buried the stems under the 
sand. ‘The queer appearance of the 
red vine caused me to stop and attempt 
to pullit out for a closer inspection. 
In a moment, the entire vine presented 
a spectacle so remarkable that I in- 
voluntarily sprang. back ~as though 
I had seized a living reptile. 
The leaves, which spread out 
like whiskers, quickly contracted and 
folded themselves together, as_ if 
offended at my touch. The vine 
cringed and writhed as though trying 
to free itself from the sandy bed. M

demeanor and attitude, exclaimed: 
planta sensitiva,”’ and added that 
the whole valley was prolific with these 
and the sensitive tree. The tree I saw 
on the following day. it being pointed 
out by the mozo. 1 picked up a stick 
at his suggestion, and dealt a smart 
blow tothe trunk. Immediately not 
only the leaves shrunk away, but all of 
the lesser twigs inclined visibly 
toward the parent stem. It is un- 
doubtedly one of the most remarkable 
plants in the vegetable kingdom, and 
more closely links animal and vegetable 
life than all other vegetation com- 
bined. 

Throughout the Montagua Valley, 
and until we reached Zacapa, both sides 
of the road were one continuous hedge 
of cacti, which makes a superb fence, 
about 12 feet high, and almost impene- 
trable toevén the smallest animals. 
This plant is familiar to us ofthe 
North as a stunted, prickly bush, 
while in this country they are some- 
times the veritable masters of the for- 
est, attaining a a in some in- 
stances, of 60 feet. They are covered 
with prickly spurs, and produce a 
large red fruit, whichis greedily de- 
voured by the parrots, macaws and 
irds. [The plant is 
common enough in Southern Cali- 
fornia.—Ep. TIMEs.] 

{tisa very hardy fruit, almost im- 
perishable, capable of living many 
months without the nourishment of 
water or even dampness. This is 
further shown by the fact that coffee 
planters trim off ,the limbs and stand 
them against the hedge where they 
soon take root and grow without 
further attention. It is, in fact, one 
the curiosities of tropical vegeta- 

The people along this entire route to 
Lake Izabel are almost entirely 
Indians and half breeds, who eke out 
a miserable existence by raising a 
little coffee, fruit or maize. They are 
more or less indolent and shiftless, 
ouly earning a livelihood from sheer 
necessity. But withal they are good- 
natured and so far as their attr 
will admit, hospitable. Their habita- 
tions are merely grass-covered huts, 


with a wicker work of cane or bam-| ~* 


boo around the sides—merely intended 
to keep out the rain and sunshine. 
Our last day’s journey was the rough- 
est and most trying, by reason of the 
passes over the mountains. 
etermined to reach Izabel that night, 
we pressed on through a severe rain* 
storm and came near losing our lives 
as aconsequence. Darkness had over- 
taken us ascending the last and most 
dangerous range of mountains. While 
we were pressing our almost exhausted 


pack mules to make the last 
stretch, the darkness became 
80 reat that the path was 


entirely obscured, and we simply had 
to feel our way along the edges of the 
gorges and ravines. Both or us were 
walking and whipping the unwilling 
mules forward, when a sudden flash of 
lightning almost horrified us with the 
situation. We had left the path, and 
bad walked out upon a narrow spur of 
the mountain. Within a few feet of 
us, On either side, was a sheer declivity 
of 700 or 800 feet—too narrow, in fact,’ 
for the mules to easily turn round. By 
the use of matches and crawling care- 
fully ahead, we found a widened space 
upon the spur, and here we. were en- 
abled to turn about and retreat from 
the perilous position. 

At last we reached Lake Izabel, and 
were conducted to the’ leading hotel, 
which was kept by an old Carib as 
black as night itself. A night sae 
with fleas and other creeping thin 
that infested our couch made the 
presence of our little steamer the next 
morning a gladsome sight. The jour-} 
ney by lake to Livingston is about five 
hours, and passes amidst some of the 
grandest scenery in the- ics. They. 
main estero, which connects the lake 
with the sea, leads through deep 
guiches of solid rock, whose 
precipitous sides oftimes frowned 
300 feet above you. Several 
large banana estates, conducted 
by Americans, are scattered along the. 
lake and its connecting river, and it is 
these which render Livingston, at the 
mouth, one of the leading fruit ports 
of the coast. Livingston is the one 
free port of this coast, and the low 
prices at which nearly everything is 
sold here is simply startling to one who 
has just come down from the interior. 
It isa city of about 4000 population, 
3500 of whom are Caribs, and the 
other part, who are the merchants 
and their families, is Sompere mostly 
of Americans and English. It has no 
communication with the interior, ex- 
cept by water, the lowlands surround- 
ing it being impenetrable jungles and 
marshes. We spent one day at this 
city, when we embarked upon the Royal 
Muil steamer Breakerwater, bound for 
Belize and New Orleans.

HAMMER-HEADS. 


GAME FISH IN SANTA CATA: 
LINA WATERS. 


The Union League at Catalina—The 
Shark Cavalry—Spearing Sharks 
with a Sabre—Exciting Times 
Among the Fishermen, and No 
End of Fun. 


AVALON (Catalina), Aug. 9.— 
[Correspéndence of THE TIMES.] 

What the Union League did and 
what it didn’t do during the recent 
encampment at Catalina will be told 
on application to Col. Banbury, County 
Superintendent Seaman, Louis Blank- 
enhorn, or any of the lights that gleam 
in this political firmament. They had 
a jolly tims, aseason replete with in- 
cident; so replete and full, indeed, 
that the historian is somewhat puzzied 
just where to commence and at which 
end to begin. 
One incident in the wanderings of 
the Union League around the waters 
of the isthmus is of more than ordi- 
nary interest to readersin the city 
who are notably fond of reading about 
fishy matters, as a substitute, "ee 
for the actual experience itself. 
Around Avalon and the shores of 
Catalina there freee especially in 
September and October, one of the 
most remarkable of the shark tribe, 
known as the hammer-head. That the 
name bas some significance is evident 
from the appearance of the head of the 
fish as shown in the following cut: 


‘The sides of the head are prolonged 
into a perfect semblance of a hammer, 
the eyes being in the ends, giving the 
creature a singularly disagreeable ap- 
pearance, especially when the large 
mouth and sharp teeth are seen. 
The hammer-head is found in many 
seas, and has a bad re; utation, being 
vicious at times. Some years ago a 
very large specimen was taken on the 
Cape Cod coast, and found upon exam- 
ination to contain the body of a sailor. 
Sailors are superstitious regarding it, 
and never fail to kill one when occa- 
sion offers. The hammer-heads around 
Catalina are not dangerous, and never 
have been known to attack any one, 
but they are so bold that they do not 
hesitate to appropriate a fish which is 
being pulled up. A fisherman told me 
that he spent several hours trying 
to elude the watchful eyes of one 
of these fish. As fast as he would pull 
up. a whitefish the shark, which was 
lying aroung the boat, would dash at 
it and bite it off. Sometimes it would 
take line, hook and sinker; again only 
1 of the fish would d 
"often he up simply the 
6 had hooked. 
The shark was simply irrepressible, 
and finally he gave it up, finding fish- 
ing for this thief not a paying busi- 
ness. Mr. Harry Elms, the postmaster 
of Avalon, informed me that he had a 
somewhat similar experience last Uc- 
tober, while fishing off Sugar-loaf; a. 
big hammer-head over ten feet in 
length, dashing up and taking the fish 
from the line: |

Probably others who have, to their 
amusement, pulled in the simple head 
of a fish were in the toilsof one of these 
wily fish stealers. 

Exactly where the young sharks 
were reared and where they lived, 
whether off shore or in shallow waters, 
was not known before the visit of the 
Union League Club to Catalina. It 
seems that oneof the Leaguers was 
wandering along shore with some 
friends when he noticed a large school 
of fishes of peculiar appearance swim- 


ming in shallow’ water. He 
waded out to investigate, 
and found that they were 


young hammer-head sharks, ranging 
from three to four feet long, and were 
here in hundreds. The sight was a 
tempting one, and without much ado 
the captain rushed in and took a shark 
by the tail after several attempts and 
tried to drag it ashore; but a three or 
four-foot shark is not to be trifled 
with. It bent its body into curves, 
dug its hammer-like head into the 
sand, and pulled and hauled so vigor- 
ously that the intrepid fisherman was

n the Gulf of Mexico, I caught a small 
shovel-nosed shark by the tail and 


lifted it out, when it bent around as 
quick as a flash and made a vicious 
snap at my arm, so that 1 was glad to 
drop it. 

The Catalina sharkers did not give 
up the fight, however. On the Isthmus, 
about half way across, stands an old 
house or barracks used by the Govern- 
ment years ago. Some one remem- 
bered having seen an old sabre here, 
probably left by the troops. A com- 


later returned and began operations on 
the hammer-heads in a decidedly 
novel way. 

The sword was used as a harpoon, 
and soon one of the curious fish was 
impaled and brought to the shore, 
later on being carried in triumph to 
camp. 

I have heard of sharks being taken 
with babies for bait, by harpoons, by 
hand, blown up by torpedoes, taken on 
light bass rods, and with big heavy 
chains, but the Union League with its 
shark cavalry takes the prize for or- 
iginality. 

The fact that young sharks of this 
kind run in schools, is, if I am not 
mistaken, something new to natural- 
ists. Itis the habit of the common 
American dog fish (Squalus Ameri- 
canus) of the east. : 

These fish are about three feet long 
—small editions of the shovelnose 
shark. They run in enormous schools, 
often covering miles of surface, and I 
have seen the Gulf of Maine, or por- 
tions of it, so filled with them that the 
moment the line was dropped the hook 
would be bitten off. ; 
These creatures are, to my mind, 
more to be dreaded than a large shark, 
and several instances are known to the 
writer of persons—man and children— 
having been killed by them, the fish 
pouncing on the victims like hounds 
on a fox. 

Some years ago I spent a month at 
the little fishing village of Oqunquit, 
Me. On the 3lst of Juiy, the cod, hake 
and other fishing was fine. August Ist 
it was over, and the reason given by 
the man was'that “‘dogfish” had “sot 
in.” {n other words, these sharks had 
returned from their winter trip to 
some off-shore feeding-ground, and 
had driven away the fish, and made it 
impossible to catch anything. They 
could be seen anywhere, and the mo- 
ment aline was thrown over it was 
seized. So ferocious were they\that 
the sail of a dory that hung over- 
board was torn and almost ruined 
by them. To fall overboard there 
would have been suicide. 

fishermen immediately wired 
their hooks and went to work dog-fish- 
ing, and the boats came in every day 
loaded to the water’s edge with these 
fish. The livers were cut out and val- 
ued at 2 cents apiece for the oil ex- 
tracted, while the bodies were sold to 
farmers, who used them as manure at 
10 cents a cartload. 

These fish appeared to be in a starv- 
ing condition. I opened hundreds, but 
all were devoid of a suspicion of food, 
and were evidently prepared to eat 
anything. KELP.

A BUDGEr OF MIDSUMMER 
CHAT FROM NEW YORK. 


How an Eccentric Artist Takes His 
Seaside Outing—Some Real Rud- 
-der Granges—What the Litcratl 
Are Doing—Pegasus Hitched toa 
Dray—The Hebrew Colony. 


New York, July 30.—{Special Corre: 
spondence of Tue Times.] The terri- 
ble warm weather with which New 
York has been favored during the past 
six weeks is beginning to bear fruit. 
Californians, who have the noblest cli- 
mate enjoyed by civilized man, can 
form little or no idea of weather which 
jumps every day from 70° to 90° odd 
in the coolest room, which now and 
then reaches 120° in the open street, 
and which is so disgustingly moist as 
to wet the walls of an apartment. The 
strongest by degrees grows weak, while 
the weak soon have recourse to the 
physician and pharmacist. 

Most of those who can afford it have 
left the city, and now form part of the 
nomad population, which every sum- 
mer make the Atlantic seaboard acon- 
tinuous village for miles in every, di- 
rection. 

There aresome odd exceptions to 
this rule, however. One artist, and a 
man of no mean ability, has built him- 
self ashanty upon the end of one of 
the old piers which disgrace the New 
York water front, and there from May 
until October, enjoys what he calls 


still bathing and sea-air. His com- 
panions area cat anda dog, with an 
occasional friend whodrops in and 
stays an hour. 

qually eccentric is the whim of a 
number of gentlemen who have con- 
verted condemned canal-boats into 
summer residences. One of these on 
the Jersey flats isoccupied by a painter, 
his wife, child, dog and cook, and 
another by a lively party of young men 
who are devout believers in the 
doctrine of novelty. 

Some of these canal-boats are very 

icturesque. The one with which the 

ile Club started the fashion two years 
ago makes as handsome and cozya 
summer home as heart could wish. 
Mattings on the floor and sides, bam- 
boo and bead portieres which divide 
the hull into compartments, queér old- 
fashioned furniture and decorations 
awnings over the old hatchways an 
carpets on the companion stairs. sug- 
gest the half-moons and caravels of 
300 years ago, when the sturdy Dutch 
navigators swept every sea. 

The literary world is as busy as ever. 
Hugh Farrar McDermott, the poet, 
whose ‘Blind Canary’’ wiil be remem- 
bered as long as the English language, 
has just finished a volume of recollec- 
tions, entitled ‘‘The Potboiler of New 
York.” The book gives a brief pano- 
rama of literary and Bohemian life in 
the metropolis from 1848 to the present 
time, and is a storehouse of delightful 
anecdotes and hitherto unpublished 
fun and humor. McDermott, by the 
way, is an old Californian, and far 
back in the ’50s started a paper or 
magazine in San Francisco. He was 
the first man in the business to give 
employment to Bret Harte, and tells 
some interesting stories of the oddities 
of the author of the ‘Luck of Roaring 
Camp.”’ The volume will probably be 
published as a serial by some of the 
syndicates before it appears in book 
orm. 

Mabel Hayden, who enjoys the rare 
distinction of being both a belle and a 
poet, bas turned out a lot of very cred- 
itable work since the appearance last 
winter of her first volume of verse, 
“Cathedral Pictures.”’ As she is 
young, energetic and ambitious, and 
above all eager to learn and improve, 
she will probably become, ere long, an 
eminent figure in Eastern literary cir- 
cles. Chauncy C. Starkweather, De- 
lancey Pierson, R. K. Munkittrick, 
Frank Dempster Sherman and Will- 
iam E.8. Fales, who are the leadin 
lights of the coming generation o 
pee seem absolutely tireless in their 

evotion to the muse. There is hardly 
a magazine or weekly in the East but 
in which one of these talented writers 
appearin each issue. Nearly all of 
them have yielded to the persuasions 
of mammon, and write and have writ- 
ten verses for the trade journals, and 
more especially for those which repre- 
sent the tobacco, soap, jewelry and 
clothing industries, which, although 
clever toa fault, seem amore or less 
pitiful subversion of genius. 

Speaking of trade-literature, it is 
wonderful how much talent is em- 
ployed in New York today by the 
great advertising industries. It was 
thought a marvel of extravagance 
when Longfellow received $500 for his 
exquisite verses on Catawba wine; but 
the other wy, Ay great champagne house 
paid $700 to B. B. Valentine, ex-editor 
of Puck, for a few stanzas about their 
favorite brand. A patent medicine 
firm now employs a professional poet 
on a salary that is said to be 85000 a 
year. Other poets are similarly en- 
gaged, although at smaller rates of 
remuneration. It is rather amusing 
co know that one of the great honored 


nen of Harvard is writing poems upon 
t certain brand of cigarettes at $50 a 
iozen, and that two other scholars and 


poets as Well are turning out metrical 
tot about soap and liniment at nearly 


the same figures. Warren’s blacking 
in England enjoyed for years the dis- 
tinction of keeping a poet, but New 
York today can point to at least 50 
unknown Miltons in the same line of 
business.
